The dividend governm ent will 
not affect international affairs so 
much, but it will retard progress 
on dom estic questions th at are 
very m uch in need of legislation 
by Congress.

case, 
agents of the CIA 
handed over 
$1 0 million in un­ 
m arked ten-dollar bills to the 
secret service of the Communist 
governm ent of Poland in the be­ 
lief th at they were dealing w’ith

“underground” 
organiza­ 
tion which was opposing th at 
government. In another instance, 
the CIA brought to W ashington 
Dr. O tto John, a German sup­

He did not say how much 
money was spent nor who got it 
for what. Just after the war, 
in loose collaboration with the 
CIA, Dubinsky went to Europe 
with $50,000 in currency to m ake 
politics in areas liberated from 
the Nazis. This certainly is no 
legitim ate concern of a labor 
union with powers of taxation 
over w orkers and industry , both. 
For a while, General Bedell 
Sm ith was chief of the CIA. Ed 
Beatty , a w ar correspondent of 
the United Press, went into it in

The FB I has had some failures,

m ust, but its record justifies con­ 
fidence. 
All we know about the 
CIA is failure, which in the 
great crisis of the Middle E ast 
am ounts to disaster. 
W ith a few exceptions, the 
FB I is a silent service, but I 
have received inform ation on the 
CIA by m ail from anony mous 
sources whose identity I strong­ 
ly suspect, which obviously came 
right out of the files in W ash­ 
ington. 
Some of it was sup­ 
posed to be very secret, including 
a roster of departm ent bosses. 
One of these is M att Baird, a 
rancher near Tucson who served 
a term as headm aster of a prep 
school for boy s and. during the 
war, was a colonel of Intelli­ 
gence in the air force in the P a­ 
cific theatre. His background in­ 
cludes no police work except pos­ 
sibly during the war. 
The CIA now is building an 
enormous edifice for itself across 
the river from W ashington. Du­ 
binsky operates his m achine out 
of the New York H eadquarters 
of the G arm ent W orkers’ Union. 
Gullible .journalists have created 
a m y th th at Jay Lovestone and 
Irving Browm are great Red- 
baiters, but these two are Reds 
themselves.

This was not 
satisfactory to E n g l a n d and 
France, but they took no action 
until the Suez Canal problem 
arose. 
Because the Western Nations 
refused the funds to build the 
big Aswan dam. Nasser retaliat- 
1 
ed by taking possession of the 
Suez Canal to get his needed 
funds from tolls. As 70 per cent 
of the steamships using the canal 
wen? British, and as the stock of 
the canal 
company was 
held 
largely 
by 
French 
bankers, 
these countries immediately be­ 
came vitally interested. Although 
Secretary Dulles hoped to bring 
about 
a 
compromise program, 
he failed and conditions have be- 
j come worse. 
D U RIN G 
REC EN T 
w e e k s 
; Nasser, the Egyptian dictator, 
j has been stirring up trouble be­ 
tween Israel and Jordan. This 
irritation finally caused a con­ 
flict between Jordan and Israel. 
The latter invaded Egypt and at­ 
tempted to break through 
to 
Cairo and the Suez Canal. This 
made the situation very serious. 
President Eisenhower attempted 
to get the "hot potato” taken 
over by the United Nations. But, 
England and France thought it 
would be unsafe to wait for dilly­ 
dally action on the part of the 
United Nations. Therefore, they 
took 
immediate 
action 
them­ 
selves with which all readers are 
well 
acquainted 
through 
the 
American press. 
The situation has been further 
muddled by Russia joining the 
United States against England 
and France. This could lead to 
the possibility of a three-cor­ 
nered war or at least of the 
United States 
and 
Russia 
re­ 
maining neutral, which I cannot 
imagine as far as Russia is con­ 
cerned. The situation must be a 
great temptation for Russia to 
step in and 
take 
the 
“ plum ’ 
which England. France, Israel, 
and others will l>e fight over. 
The only thing holding Russia 
back 
would 
be 
the 
fear 
of 
permanently losing some of her 
satellites, 
including East Ger­ 
many. A real war could probably 
bring about unification of Ger­ 
many. 
As I am writing this column 
the strategy of 
England 
and 


I France has been to take the air­ 
fields of Egypt, drop down their 
parachute armies, and get in a 
strong position to take over the 
Suez Canal. But, Russia may 
either switch 
to the side of 
Egypt or else ignore all coun­ 
tries and take over the Suez 
, Canal, the oil 
fields, 
and 
pipe 
lines herself. This would truly be 
a major catstrophe which we will 
treat in a later column as the 
situation 
develops. 
If 
Russia 
honestly remcfins neutral or sides 
with the United States, the situ­ 
ation need not be serious. 


CANADA 
H A S 
already 
re­ 
fused to ship more airplanes or 
war equipment to Egypt. This 
action may be followed by the 
United States and possibly by 
Russia and certain other coun­ 
tries. If, however, there is a 
real war, England and France 
will also need airplanes and war 
equipment. This offers a very 
juicy opportunity for countries 
which remain neutral, and could 
even get into our domestic poli­ 
tics. Although our government is 
urging peace, yet it must be re­ 
membered that the United States 
as well as both Great Britain 
and France have a strong Jew ­ 
ish population. Many financiers 
in all those countries arc Jewish 
and this may have been a factor 
in the recent election. 
It seems only logical that this 
i situation will put a damper on 
| business in the United States for 
the immediate future. Many ex­ 
pansion-plans that have been 
made will be held up; while radi­ 
cal stock market movements may 
be expected. Unemployment could 
tx?come prevalent in certain in­ 
dustries, although the airplanes, 
oils, and steels may benefit from 
this 
unfortunate 
situation. 
It 
seems as if the temptation will 
be for most of as to take a “ do 
nothing” attitude. 
Knowing Europe as I well do, 
there is one bright side to the 
picture. This is that it might mi­ 
raculously 
bring 
Europe 
to­ 
gether and make the United N a­ 
tions a real force for good. It 
might bring about an effective 
agreement as to 
the 
H-Bomb 
and accomplish many other good 
things 
which 
otherwise would 
not be settled for years. There­ 
fore. like every other cloud it has 
a “ silver lining.”

We regret the bloodshed and loss of life in the Middle 
East and are in accord with our government's expressed de­ 
sire for a just and lasting peace in that region. However, 
such a peace cannot be achieved without a bold and states­ 
manlike appraisal of the issues behind the conflict. The 
time for a fresh appraisal is now. The disclosures and de­ 
velopments before the Security Council have placed in fo­ 
cus the fundamental issue. The conflict in the Middle East 
is not simply between Egypt and Israel but between democ­ 
racy and an expansionist dictatorship, between the free 
world and Nasserism backed by Moscow. 


The Middle East has been plunged into turmoil by the 
Egyptian dictatorship's ambitions for aggrandizement and 
empire. Under his leadership Egypt has voluntarily opened 
itself and the whole Midd e East to Soviet penetration 
and Communist subversion. He has incited nation against 
nation, peoples against peoples. He has instigated civil war 
throughout that turbuent region and undermined the 
stability of existing governments in Asia and Africa. The 
evil spirit which motivates him revealed itself in all its mal­ 
ice when he told the American people "may you choke to 
death on your fury." 


Over a long period the Egyptian Government has system­ 
atically sought to terrorize the people of Israel. It has sent 
trained fedayeen into Israel, to derail trains, to mine roads, 
to ambush innocent travelers. These "commandos" have 
come like thieves in the night and have murdered citizens 
on their farms and in their homes. These continuous acts of 
horror and violence have been accompanied by Egyptian- 
nounced intention to annihilate Israel. 


0 
Events have demonstrated Nasser's implacable hostility 
to the Western democracies. Events also have demon­ 
strated the basic identity of interest of Israel and the free 
world. It is in our own national interest to recognize this 
truth and to act upon it. 


We therefore call upon our government to shape its pol­ 
icies and chart its course in the light of these facts and 
this challenge. We pray that, the traditional moral sta­ 
ture of our country may be sustained in this solemn hour. 


We pray for the restoration of peace in the Middle East 
and for the freedom and security of Israel and all other peo­ 
ples in that part of the world.
